B^arest Mother & Daddy: 

Wgll, here it is S a turday nite, and I am still working. We got back 
Friday morning and I slept only 3 hours all night, as we were riding the train 
back here all night. We left about 10 days ago, and boarded a ship, and there 
were 5 ships in the convoy at Norfolk, V_, Our ship was 453 feet, and had 1800 
persons on board. It was tremendous. We slept on it $ nights, and one night 
on land. W- made landings everymorning up in Maryland a long way up the Gheaspeke 
Bay, about 52 miles south of Washington, It w a a a lot of fun. The sailors on 
board, 5^0 of them, directed the thing, and it was really good. I was glad to 
get an opportunity to take the tri_ . 

We couldn't write from the ship and couldn't get any mail from 
anyone. 5o when I got back I had a lot of mail waiting for me. 

It has been hot all day, but cooled off a little while ago. It is 
6:45 PM now, and I hive to be on duty at Regimental Headquarters Personnel Office 
5 PM today, to 5 PM tomorrow. I sleep up here tonight, and therefore, have a lot 
of time to write letters, and catch up on my correspondence. 



The furst bunch of furloughs left today for $ days, and I hope to 
leave on the 3rd bunch, if I am lucky. I am still working inthe office, but 
don't figure I will be here after the loth, when my assistant comes back, and 
then I will go to the field, 



At last I started to get the paper again, nd sure did enjoy reading 
them again. D ddy, in those parachute, 3/4 boot s, that you got from Benning, please 
let me know if you have a 9 C, and a 10-§0, or anything near that size. A couple 
of boys here asked me to see jrf you had them. Please let me -<now by return mail. 

I don't think that Lottie should come to Tuscaloosa to work, because 
there is no Jewish boys there and no social life for her. I think that she should 
stay just where she is, as after the war she will have the job, and a job in 
■"•uscaloosa won't be there after the WAR, So 1st her stay where she will be happy, 

I sure am happy that the Russians took Skatranaslov again. Is that 
spelled right TT/here has Money Sokol been so long? across? How did he manage to 
get home? I am not being snipped overseas, so stop worrying about it, I told you 
that my outfit was a training outfit for new men, -ind will never go across the 
big pond. So that's that J Have you sent my barracks bag back with only clean 
clothes in it yet? If not, please do so right away, as I have no clean clothes. 
Don't send any of the other junk in it back. Here? If you have a larger barracks 
bag, send it instead of the small one I ®nt. CCS is out forme, as I would never 
think about going to a nother one, when I have it bo good here, I got the affidavits 
for the allotments, and have already sent them off, Don t forget, Mother, to 
deposit it in the bank in my account as soon as you get them, and let me know 
how much it, or rather send me the slip you get from the bank. Right? I couldn't 
tell whether Bert was in Gamp No, 2 or 12. Please let me know.

Well, here I sit at my new job, doing noth'ng, I 8B ? cl p rk 
with 2 other boys in the Crrgo control office. As there ere not many 
boats coming in these day?, there is not much to do. I just did a 
little, very little, typing today, and that is all. I just sit around 
and write letters or read or shoot the bail all day long. S/Sgt 
Garvis Barnett, who used to work with Katz in Tuscaloosa, is hanging 
around here today. He is Col. Hardenburg's boy, and does a lot of 
nothing. He is well taken c^re of by the Colonel, who is G-3 now 
of the Division. 

I guess the mail situation u^ here will be nil, as the out- 
fit is moving a long way off, and it wil] trke a long time for the 
mail to be sent to me. But I will keep on writing. Lt. Bill Seale, 
wo used to lixe across the street from us, is down here at the 
Port Company. x he boy that got me this job is one of the best and 
longest friends I have had in the Army. He and I used to be clerks 
together since 1941. He got a job up ! ere, and found that this 
outfit needed another clerk, and got me nut on an order from Division, 
without my even knowing. I saw him a boi>nle of w-<-ks ago when I 
came u~> here to Bugo for a load of -ineapples, told him that I 
wanted to get a job with him. He is a Croatian toy, from Pittsburgh, 
and a hellava nice fellow. We have certainly had some swell times 
together since we |jot together in 194-1. 

Yesterday's news said that Mac Arthur will arriwe in Tokyo 
on August 26th, and the armistice will be signed right after that. 
I i hink that Mac is just fooling around, and should get on the ball, 
and get this thing signed and sealed. Right? 

U~> here I sleep in a t^o man tent with a boy from Tennessee, 
who drives a truck and k^eps it all of the time. I have a shelf 
over my bed, to ke^p the junk I have acquired. We have electric 
lights, and a Filipino washwoman, and a boy to clean my tent up 
everymorning. George, the monkey, likes his new home and a ssignment, 
but felt, slighted when they did n't put his name, rank, and ASN 
on a snecial ordr transferring him up here with me. So I consoled 
him, ?nd told lrm that I would fix it up with the General, He now 
feels better. We eat with the AAA Battalion, air 1 +hey . c ure doet feed 
swell. They had a show last night, but I had seen it, so just slot 
bull and ate ^J. supplies with Nat. Nat Reinfeld is clerk for the 
Divisions investigating officer, and fools around the FX on his off- 
time, so gets plenty of sullies. I bought me a beautiful bracelet 
and Eversharp pen the other day. There is a professional engraver 
here in the IJM, so He is putting my name on Ihe front, and Mother & 
Dad on th^ back, because they bought it for me. 

How long do you think you will be tiere at Avon, It was an 
interesting article in July Reader's Digest about thr t school. You 
ought to repd it. It 4 hard to believe soce of the things that they 
doftr the boys there. I got kictarat of yoir 1 stter describing some 
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of the antics of the bl'nd boys. It really mrkes me feel bad to hear 
of the condition of the fellows, but. thankful that they'feel that 
thry pre not a burden on society, End have not. lost their spirit aid 
hopes for a bright ".future. It really takes more'girts to'fe^l like they 
do, than it takes to walk Into a Jap machinegun. Right? 

This Sergeant I work with was in the AirCorps Administration 
for 3 years, and last fall got transferred-, to tie Infantry, It is sure 
a bi'- letdown, isn't it? ""h^re are a lot of. them over hfre.now. 

This morning I rode a LCVP out to a rhip in the harbor to get 
some information. Ev-rjithing that goes in and out of this harbor 
passes over our desk, and when the ships come in, there is a lot of 
work to do. I have a lot to learn about this kind of wor\. During 
my 2k years of corm^ny clerking I nev r handled anything of this sort. 

I am expecting the noints to be lowered to 75 any day now, 
and hope to be walking down Broad Street by Xraas, if not before that.

WpII, as usual, no mail agaii. this we<-k. I bet I'll 
hPMre a bunch when it does catch up with ir.e. I sure do mis? the 
nfl"ws from home. Dadr?y writes me everything that happens there, 
just like a Raper, and Lottie {Just shoots a little bull, and that 

is all. 

Yesterday wa. c my day off, so I just lofifed around all 
day. I fixed up a few thir gs around my tent, buirred a socket and 
bulb from the Red Cross man, took a nap, and took George wwimming 
in the afternoon. There are a few other monkeys around the area, 
and nearly every afternoon I take him out to play with them. 

It is hot as the devil today, and nothing to do in 
the office here. I have been reading Ernie Pyle's Brave Men 
all morning, md it is wonderful. You ought to read it at the 
first opportunity. He was really a great writer. I bet you never 
heard of him until you got home, did you? 

Boy, you hav* nevei sa q such 
up here where I am. I am right next door to the Provost Marshal, 
who is Major E. B. Peobles, who married Lee Baldwin, and a darn 
nice fellow, and they bring In soldiers and Filipinos all day 
long with stuff. They caught one Filipino with? boat load of 
GI clothes and equipment he had bought from G^s. One l Ilipino 
had a cafe and had 3 new refrigerators he had bought from the 
Quartermaster. You ought to see the confiscated equipment they 
hrve over In the MP building. Reinfeld is working over there now 
assorting out the stuff, and he showed it to me today at dinner 
hour. It is really supprising. Boy, are they going to stick 
it to those soldiers. I sure would hate to be in their shoes. 
And are they strict on the off limits areas here I It costs a 
soldier $10.00 every time they caught in an off limits place, 
and a aoourts-martial after a few times. Practically all of the 
little v-'llages and towns are off limits around here. 

,J -here are not many ships com'ng in to this bay now. 

1 guesF they are all bypassing us to go farther North these days. 
We 8tp getting a beer and cigarette Issue on the first of th<^ 
month, We get a case of beer for 4 pesos, and we don't get 
smokes issued free anymore. We get 2 cartons for 2 pesos every 

2 weeks. I don t mind paying If we can only buy them when we 
need them. It has be^n awfully hard to get ^ipe tobacco lately, 
and I have had to go out and bun some. 

What is ^aoley Deal do^'ng now? Is he going to be 
discharged after his leave? Do you, know any boys from home 
that have returned from ETO? It won t be long before ^a lot 
from overhere will be returning. We are jusr waiting for 
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MacArthur to give the word so they can have a recount of the 
points, and tie critical score will be lowered to 80. I will have 
86 points as of September 12th, the contemplated date of the 
big recoounting. That Is all we old men telk about nowadays, 
points, points, points, and occupation of Japan. 

Out in the bay all day long I can see Filipinosin 
their little boats fishing. I sure would like to go out with 
one some day and go fishing. It sure does look good out there. 
Ovrhere a lot of fishing is done with TNT and hand grenades. 
"Tien we were on en outpost on Raoh Island off of Morotai r or 
a month, we would go out in th<- native boats evpryday and 
with a couple of cha ges of TBT we would get enough fish, and 
some 200 pounders too, to feed the whole detachment of 200 men. 
The natives would dive down to get the fish that didn't come 
<b<b the ton. They wear little diving glasses. I sent Daddy a 
psir of them from "orotai. Boy," we sure die eat fish in those 
days. I love It. How die you like the nice ebony walking sticks 
I s ent Daddy, T hp native boy that worked forme and stayed with 
me made them for me. He sure is handy with a piso { Malayan 
for small knife) . I am going to try and get him in the ^tates 
after the war, i: e is a n"ce looking kid,

nesday we had our Thanks giving Turkey dinner, Vr'e had a lot of turkey, and it 
sure w^-s good.

Dear Bert: 



Well, here I sit at my new job, doing noth'ng, I 8B ? cl p rk 
with 2 other boys in the Crrgo control office. As there ere not many 
boats coming in these day?, there is not much to do. I just did a 
little, very little, typing today, and that is all. I just sit around 
and write letters or read or shoot the bail all day long. S/Sgt 
Garvis Barnett, who used to work with Katz in Tuscaloosa, is hanging 
around here today. He is Col. Hardenburg's boy, and does a lot of 
nothing. He is well taken c^re of by the Colonel, who is G-3 now 
of the Division. 

I guess the mail situation u^ here will be nil, as the out- 
fit is moving a long way off, and it wil] trke a long time for the 
mail to be sent to me. But I will keep on writing. Lt. Bill Seale, 
wo used to lixe across the street from us, is down here at the 
Port Company. x he boy that got me this job is one of the best and 
longest friends I have had in the Army. He and I used to be clerks 
together since 1941. He got a job up ! ere, and found that this 
outfit needed another clerk, and got me nut on an order from Division, 
without my even knowing. I saw him a boi>nle of w-<-ks ago when I 
came u~> here to Bugo for a load of -ineapples, told him that I 
wanted to get a job with him. He is a Croatian toy, from Pittsburgh, 
and a hellava nice fellow. We have certainly had some swell times 
together since we |jot together in 194-1. 

Yesterday's news said that Mac Arthur will arriwe in Tokyo 
on August 26th, and the armistice will be signed right after that. 
I i hink that Mac is just fooling around, and should get on the ball, 
and get this thing signed and sealed. Right? 

U~> here I sleep in a t^o man tent with a boy from Tennessee, 
who drives a truck and k^eps it all of the time. I have a shelf 
over my bed, to ke^p the junk I have acquired. We have electric 
lights, and a Filipino washwoman, and a boy to clean my tent up 
everymorning. George, the monkey, likes his new home and a ssignment, 
but felt, slighted when they did n't put his name, rank, and ASN 
on a snecial ordr transferring him up here with me. So I consoled 
him, ?nd told lrm that I would fix it up with the General, He now 
feels better. We eat with the AAA Battalion, air 1 +hey . c ure doet feed 
swell. They had a show last night, but I had seen it, so just slot 
bull and ate ^J. supplies with Nat. Nat Reinfeld is clerk for the 
Divisions investigating officer, and fools around the FX on his off- 
time, so gets plenty of sullies. I bought me a beautiful bracelet 
and Eversharp pen the other day. There is a professional engraver 
here in the IJM, so He is putting my name on Ihe front, and Mother & 
Dad on th^ back, because they bought it for me. 

How long do you think you will be tiere at Avon, It was an 
interesting article in July Reader's Digest about thr t school. You 
ought to repd it. It 4 hard to believe soce of the things that they 
doftr the boys there. I got kictarat of yoir 1 stter describing some

of the antics of the bl'nd boys. It really mrkes me feel bad to hear 
of the condition of the fellows, but. thankful that they'feel that 
thry pre not a burden on society, End have not. lost their spirit aid 
hopes for a bright ".future. It really takes more'girts to'fe^l like they 
do, than it takes to walk Into a Jap machinegun. Right? 

This Sergeant I work with was in the AirCorps Administration 
for 3 years, and last fall got transferred-, to tie Infantry, It is sure 
a bi'- letdown, isn't it? ""h^re are a lot of. them over hfre.now. 

This morning I rode a LCVP out to a rhip in the harbor to get 
some information. Ev-rjithing that goes in and out of this harbor 
passes over our desk, and when the ships come in, there is a lot of 
work to do. I have a lot to learn about this kind of wor\. During 
my 2k years of corm^ny clerking I nev r handled anything of this sort. 

I am expecting the noints to be lowered to 75 any day now, 
and hope to be walking down Broad Street by Xraas, if not before that.

Dear B<-rt: 

WpII, as usual, no mail agaii. this we<-k. I bet I'll 
hPMre a bunch when it does catch up with ir.e. I sure do mis? the 
nfl"ws from home. Dadr?y writes me everything that happens there, 
just like a Raper, and Lottie {Just shoots a little bull, and that 

is all. 

Yesterday wa. c my day off, so I just lofifed around all 
day. I fixed up a few thir gs around my tent, buirred a socket and 
bulb from the Red Cross man, took a nap, and took George wwimming 
in the afternoon. There are a few other monkeys around the area, 
and nearly every afternoon I take him out to play with them. 

It is hot as the devil today, and nothing to do in 
the office here. I have been reading Ernie Pyle's Brave Men 
all morning, md it is wonderful. You ought to read it at the 
first opportunity. He was really a great writer. I bet you never 
heard of him until you got home, did you? 

Boy, you hav* nevei sa q such 
up here where I am. I am right next door to the Provost Marshal, 
who is Major E. B. Peobles, who married Lee Baldwin, and a darn 
nice fellow, and they bring In soldiers and Filipinos all day 
long with stuff. They caught one Filipino with? boat load of 
GI clothes and equipment he had bought from G^s. One l Ilipino 
had a cafe and had 3 new refrigerators he had bought from the 
Quartermaster. You ought to see the confiscated equipment they 
hrve over In the MP building. Reinfeld is working over there now 
assorting out the stuff, and he showed it to me today at dinner 
hour. It is really supprising. Boy, are they going to stick 
it to those soldiers. I sure would hate to be in their shoes. 
And are they strict on the off limits areas here I It costs a 
soldier $10.00 every time they caught in an off limits place, 
and a aoourts-martial after a few times. Practically all of the 
little v-'llages and towns are off limits around here. 

,J -here are not many ships com'ng in to this bay now. 

1 guesF they are all bypassing us to go farther North these days. 
We 8tp getting a beer and cigarette Issue on the first of th<^ 
month, We get a case of beer for 4 pesos, and we don't get 
smokes issued free anymore. We get 2 cartons for 2 pesos every 

2 weeks. I don t mind paying If we can only buy them when we 
need them. It has be^n awfully hard to get ^ipe tobacco lately, 
and I have had to go out and bun some. 

What is ^aoley Deal do^'ng now? Is he going to be 
discharged after his leave? Do you, know any boys from home 
that have returned from ETO? It won t be long before ^a lot 
from overhere will be returning. We are jusr waiting for 
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MacArthur to give the word so they can have a recount of the 
points, and tie critical score will be lowered to 80. I will have 
86 points as of September 12th, the contemplated date of the 
big recoounting. That Is all we old men telk about nowadays, 
points, points, points, and occupation of Japan. 

Out in the bay all day long I can see Filipinosin 
their little boats fishing. I sure would like to go out with 
one some day and go fishing. It sure does look good out there. 
Ovrhere a lot of fishing is done with TNT and hand grenades. 
"Tien we were on en outpost on Raoh Island off of Morotai r or 
a month, we would go out in th<- native boats evpryday and 
with a couple of cha ges of TBT we would get enough fish, and 
some 200 pounders too, to feed the whole detachment of 200 men. 
The natives would dive down to get the fish that didn't come 
<b<b the ton. They wear little diving glasses. I sent Daddy a 
psir of them from "orotai. Boy," we sure die eat fish in those 
days. I love It. How die you like the nice ebony walking sticks 
I s ent Daddy, T hp native boy that worked forme and stayed with 
me made them for me. He sure is handy with a piso { Malayan 
for small knife) . I am going to try and get him in the ^tates 
after the war, i: e is a n"ce looking kid, 

A couole of boats fast cam' in, and ever thing around 
! :re Is - 1 " astire. T /?e hev- to send r teletype messag e, get the 
laborers and working crews ont to unload it, fill out some 
forms, and whatnot. 

That ia about all for now, so be good and write soon. 
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
